Make sure the holly goesn’t 
harbor gypsy moth eggs, the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture warned 
today in its annual reminder to 
shippers of Christmas trees and 
other holiday greens. 
Christmas greenery in areas un­ 
der federal quarantine for gypsy 
moths must be inspected and 
certified free of gypsy moth eggs 
before it can be shipped out. Pres­ 
ent quarantines apply to Connecti­ 
cut, Rhode Island and Massachu­ 
setts most of New Hampshire and 
Vermont and parts of Maine ami 
New Yrok. 
Leaf-eating gypsy moth cater­ 
pillars each year devour foliage 
in infested areas and are capable 
of defoliating entire forests. One 
or two successive defoliations of 
a hardwood tree may kill It. 
This year the insect pests de­ 
foliated more than 250,000 acres 
of forest, an increase of 75.000 
acres over the acreage defoliated 
in 1963. Most of this year’s dam­ 
age hit Connecticut (98,000 acres) 
and New York <97.000 acres). 
The season for shipping Christ 
mas greens comes right after the 
egg-laying season for gypsy moths 
The fuzzy, buff-colored egg clus­ 
ters adhere to logs and fallen 
branches as well as to live trees 
and shrubs. Once past the quaran­ 
tine barrier, they could start new 
gypsy moth infestations anywhere 
forest, fruit and shade trees grow. 
Dealers can get trees and other 
greens inspected and certified at 
loading points with little delay. 
Federal and state plant-pest in­ 
spectors in the quarantine areas 
will supply, on request, details 
about quarantine regulations anc 
inspection schedules at loading 
points. These inspectors can be 
contacted by telephone or through 
post offices, agents of common 
carriers, 
county 
agricultural 
agents or foresters.

beside the taxi strip at the John­ 
son City municipal airport — 
the ranch runway. 
TAKEN ON TOUR 
Afterwards, 
Johnson

Humphrey in tow for a tour of 
his birthplace, reconstructed on

GOP STALWART

WASHINGTON (AP) - Michi­

emerged today as the strong 
man at the ballot box of a Re­

winning 40 per cent backing 
from those who voted for the 
Democratic President. 
Defeated 
GOP 
presidential 
nominee Barry Coldwater has 
said he does not intend to yield 
the 
reins of the 
Republican 
party. But he conceded that he 
thinks the COP willl pick “an­ 
other man to run” in 1968 "and 
as of now that would be fine 
with me.” 
CALLED "UNFATHOMABLE” 
It would require considerable 
reorientation for Coldwater to 
gravitate to the support of Rom­ 
ney for this somewhat political­ 
ly dubious honor four years 
hence. The Arizona senator said 
during the campaign he could 
understand why some “moder­ 
ate” Republicans didn’t support 
him. But he listed Romney as 
an 
unfathomable 
“ Mormon 
preacher.” 
Romney, who wouldn’t back 
Coldwater actively because of 
the latter’s vote against the 
Civil Rights Act, already was on 
the offensive. His state’* GOP 
national 
committeeman, 
John 
Martin, called for the dumping 
of Goldwater’s personally se­ 
lected chairman of the Republi­ 
can National Committee, Dean 
Burch. 
Burch, clinging to his $30,000- 
a-year job, found some “encour­ 
aging” signs in a debacle in 
which Coldwater won six states 
ami 52 electoral votes to John­ 
son’s 44 states and overwhelm­ 


ing 486 Electoral College bal­ 
lot*. 
SILVER LINING CLAIMED 
The COP national chairman 
said the election had established 
a “true two-party system in the 
South” — which the Democrats 
debated hotly; had won more 
than 26 million voters to “the 
conservative 
philosophy” 
and 
had ended the campaign “fis­ 
cally sound and strong.” 
Johnson, with more than 41 
million votes from 98 per cent of 
the nation’s polling places, was 
playing the part of the magnani­ 
mous winner. He had rollled up 
about 61.4 per cent of the total 
vote. 
At his ranch near Johnson 
City, Te?c., the President and his 
wife welcomed Sen. Hubert H. 
Humphrey of 
Minnesota, 
the 
vice president-elect and his wife 
for a brief visit before the Hum­ 
phreys set off on a vacation trip 
to the Virgin Islands. 
PLENTY OF DISSENT 
Johnson’s observation en the 
election results was: “I doubt 
that there ever has been so 
many people saying so many 
things alike on Election Day.” 
Humphrey said the Johnson 
landslide “means good, strong 
leadership for the nation” that 
“is good for the world.” Con­ 
gratulatory messages poured in 
to the winners from all over the 
globe, including a pledge from 
the Soviet Union’s new leaders 
to seek accommodation by ne­ 
gotiation. 
Although Coldwater said he 
doesn’t believe the conservative 
cause was hurt by the election 
results, there was 
plenty of 
dissent among fellow Republi­ 
cans. 
LOOK TO IKE 
Moderates of the party looked 
to former President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower to provide 
some 
help for them in what could 
become a lengthy battle to at­ 
tempt to dislodge the conserva­ 
tive Burch and other Coldwater 
supporters 
who 
filled 
nearly 
every national party office. 
One 
of 
Eisenhower’s 
chief 
lieutenants in any such move 
would be Sen. Hugh Scott, who 
squeaked through to re-election 
despite 
Johnson’s 
sweep 
of 
Pennsylvania. Scott had valua­ 
ble experience in this field. He 
saved his chairmanship of the 
national committee by a one- 


vote margin after Thomas E. 
Dewey lost the 1948 election. 
The emergence of Romney as 
an outstanding GOP vote getter 
did not necessarily mean that 
the 
moderates 
would 
rally 
around him in their fight to 
regain control of the party. The 
Michigan governor, a favorite of 
Eisenhower, did not reveal him­ 
self as a team player when the 
moderate?: tried unsuccessfully 
through the candidacy of Gov. 
William W. Scranton of Penn­ 
sylvania 
to 
halt 
Goldwater’s 
nomination. 
LBJ IN CHARGE 
Any organized opposition that 
developed seemed more likely 
to come from among Republi­ 
can governors, with Gov, Rob­ 
ert E. Smylie of Idaho as one 
likely spearhead. 
On the Democratic side, John­ 
son appeared to own his party 
lock stock and barrel. 
Former Atty Gen, Robert F. 
Kennedy, brother of the late 
president, hardly seemed in any 
position after his election to the 
Senate in New York to raise any 
challenge 
to 
the 
President’s 


leadership. It seemed deer that 
Kennedy would not have defeat­ 
ed GOP Sen. Kenneth B. Keat­ 
ing of New York if Johnson 
hadn’t carried the state by a 
record plurality of nearly 2.5 
million. 
YOUNG IS WINNER 
Although 
Sen. 
Edward 
M. 
Kennedy, another brother of the 
late president, was re-elected in 
Massachusetts, there was lack­ 
ing the element of any signifi­ 
cant 
structural 
challenge 
to 
Johnson when Democratic Sen. 
Pierre Salinger, a potential ally, 
went down to defeat in Califor­ 
nia. 
There was a long string of 
members of Congress who ob­ 
viously owed their victories to 
Johnson’s massive vote-collect­ 
ing ability. These included Sen. 
Stephen M. Young of Ohio, who 
came out on top in a battle with 
COP Rep. Robert Taft Jr. 
While the extent of Johnson’s 
landslide was not open to ques­ 
tion, there remained some ques­ 
tion about the mandate the vot­ 
ers had given him.

If successful, the unmanned 
U.S. spacecraft w’illl sweep with­ 
in 8,600 miles of Mars and pro­ 
vide the first closeup informa­ 
tion ever obtained about the 
planet.

FOR STUDENTS

SEATTLE (AP) — “Vnimatelno 
devushki!” 
Roughly 
translated 
t h a t 
means ‘’Attentions, girls!” Ifs 
like the familiar cry in college 
sororities of ‘‘Man on third,” 
and blushes to the girl at Rus­ 
sian House who’s slow with the 
Russian phrase for ‘‘hold it.” 
Sponsored by the University 
of Washington, it is the only 
year-round Russian House in the 
country. Among the 26 resident 
students. 13 are girls. All be­ 
lieve living w’th a language is 
the best way to learn it. 
To qualify for residence each 
student must have had one year 
of college Russian or its equiva­ 
lent, for nothing but Russian is 
spoken in the house. 
A 5 cent fine is levied for each 
slip, and yet there are plenty of 
linguistic lapses.

Ina desert town 1.200 miles 
away in West Pakistan, a tall, 
ruggedly handsome man strode 
to the microphone and raised 
his hands to quiet the cheering 
throng gathered to hear him 
speak. 
These two. both popular, are 
Fatim a Jinnah and 
President 
Mohammed 
Ayub 
Khan, 
and 
one of them will be elected pres­ 
ident of this nation of IOO million 
for the next five years. 
IST NATIONAL ELECTION 
The 
election, 
starting 
this 
month, is the first on a national 
scale since this Moslem nation 
became independent in 1947. 
Miss Jinnah, wispy 71-year- 
oM sister of Pakistan’s founder, 
the late Mohammed AU Jinnah, 
ii the presidential candidate of 
the combined 
opposition, five 
parties ranging from far left to 
far right. She is about the only 
thing they agree on. 
Ayub. 61, urbane field m ar­ 
shal 
who seized 
power in a 
bloodless coup in 1958, is run­ 
ning under the strong-president 
constitution he promulgated rn 
1962 in ending four years of 
' martial law. 
Basic 
Democrats, 
chosen 
directly bv the people, compose 
an Electoral College which will 
vote next March for president 
and members of the National 
^ and Provincial assemblies. 


RIVAL SYSTEMS

Actually, the election repre­ 
sents a contest between rival 
system s as well as candidates. 
Mist Jinnah says Ayub’s au­ 
thoritarian regime amounts to a 
dictatorship. She wants to re­ 
store the parliamentary type of 
government. 


Ayub says restoring parlia­ 
mentary 
government 
would 
bring back the pre-1958 days 
when governments fell frequent­ 
ly, corruption was rampant, the 
economy was adrift 
and 
the 
people sank deeper into poverty. 
Ayub has restored 
political 
order in the country and made 
an impressive start on the awe­ 
some task of economic develop­ 
ment. But per capita income is 
about S73 a year, among the 
lowest in the world. 
Ayub is expected to defeat his 
opponent, mainly because of his 
greater strength in West Pakis­ 
tan. Some experts also feel that 
the Basic Democrat system he 
initiated tends to favor the in­ 
cumbent.

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Castro Has Weathered 6 
Turbulent Years While 
Refugees Hope To Return

MIAMI, Fit. (AP) — “Vol- 
veremos” is the militant slogan 
af thousands of refugees who 
pine for Cuba without Fidel 
Castro. 
The 
Spanish 
word 
means 
Mmply “We will return.” Exiles 
shout “Volveremos!” at anti- 
Castro rallies. They paste it on 
windows of their American cars 
and apartments. 
“We will go back when Castro 
falls,” 270,000 exiles tell each 
other as they get jobs, start 
businesses, learn English, wed 
and buy homes in their land of 
refuge. 
SIE FURTHER DELAY 
But Castro already has weath­ 
ered nearly six turbulent years 
in power. 
The Cuban Economists Asso­ 
ciation in Exile feels that the 
return of the majority of the 
refugees will be delayed, at 
best. 
The association recently inter- 
viewed exiles 
in 
the United 
States, host 
to 
most; 
Latin 
America and Spain. 
Dr. Jose Alvarez Diaz, asso­ 
ciation president 
and former 
Cuban treasury minister, re­ 
ported these conclusions: 
“About 90 Der cent want to 
return to their homeland. 
SOME WOULD DELAY 
But from 
the survey “We 
reach the conclusion that only 
30 per cent of them would go 
immediately 
upon 
Castro’s 
overthrow 
regardless 
of 
the 
situation inside Cuba. Forty per 
cent would return when there 
was evidence of political stabili­ 
ty 
and 
economic 
prospects. 
Another 20 per cent would go 
back only when they could ob­ 
tain in Cuba an income similar 
to what they are getting now. 
“ Ten per cent, with residence 
now in this and other countries, 
would not return.” 
Exiled Cuban Supreme Court 
Justice 
Francisco 
Alabau 
Trelles said he believed that 
neither marriage, jobs property 
ownership nor other stateside 
developments would deter more 
than IO per cent of the refugees 
from going back to Cuba if thy 
could. And he said the remain­ 
ing tenth probably would drift 
back gradually. 
FEEL HE CANT LAST 
Like many of their compa­ 
triots, Alvarez Diaz and Alabaj 
Trelles reject the idea that Cas­ 
tro can last. Both agreed, how­ 
ever. that even if Fidel were 
whisked from the scene tomor­ 
row, 
returning 
exiles 
would 
have to cope with economic and 
political 
chaos 
in 
rebuilding 
their country. 
What do rink and-file refu­ 
gees see ahead for themselves 
in relation to Cuba? 
Three who were queried have 
ben through the exile mill be­ 


fore. Andres Ramon Fernandez 
Diaz, 49, a diesel mechanic; 
Mario Massip. 45, a labor union 
official; and Manuel Gonzales 
Ramos. 42, a bus driver, fled 
into Miami exile from the Ful 
gencio Batista regime in the 
1950s. All hustled happily back 
to Cuba on Castro's takeover, 
and all trekked back to Miami 
disillusioned with Castro. 
WHEN CASTRO FAILS 
“When Castro falls I hope to 
be there.” Fernandez Diaz said 
“I want to help in the recon­ 
struction of my country.” 
Massip 
said. 
“When 
Fide 
goes down. I hope to be in Cuba 
and be one of the Cubans who 
overthrow him.” 
Gonzales 
Ramos 
recalled, 
“When Batista was overthrown 
I took all my money, about $3,- 
OOO saved while working in New 
York, to start a new life in 
Cuba. 
“ I lost it all. Castro’s govern- 
ment 
took 
it. 
Now 
I 
have 
learned enough English to get 
along, and I will wait to see 
what happens before I go back 
to Cuba again.”

came of Quaker ancestry but 
himself remained a firm de- 
sciple of the Quaker doctrine 
Beyond the shadow of a doubt 
ancestors of the former chief 
executive are interred at Pipe 
Creek Meeting in graves that 
are now unmarked.

With the passage of the years 
the old meeting house at Pipe 
Creek had its “ups and downs” 
aa 
witnessed 
by this 
item, 
which appeared in the Union 
Bridge (Maryland) 
"Pilot” on 
October 19, 1934. 
"When 
the 
alarm 
of 
fire 
sounded about 10:90 p.m., last 
Friday 
night, it was 
soon 
learned generally that our most 
cherished 
landmark, 
the 
Friends Meeting House, known 
as the Quaker Church, had fall­ 
en a prey to. the flames. The 
blaze was first seen by Dr. T. 
H. Legg. who at once notified 
the Fire Department, who re­ 
sponded promptly but, owing to 
the fact that nearly a half mile 
of bose was necessary to reach 
a 
water 
supply,

were the stoves and some of 
the benches — by persons early 
on the scene.

cd of birch with a metal roof 
which was placed on it some 
years ago, while there is a well­ 
kept burial ground adjoining. 
"The early settlers of this 
community belonged to the ‘So­ 
ciety of Friends' and first built 
a meeting house at Bark Hill. 
In 1772 William P. Farquhar, 
a large land owner, deeded two 
acres for a place of worship 
and burial ground to a commit­ 
tee. The church building, re­ 
cently destroyed was built and 
worship services held therein 
before the close of the year. 
These services were held twice 
a week until near the close of 
the last century. Later they 
were held four times a year 
and in recent years but once 
annually. 
"Soon after the church had 
been built, a schoolhouse was 
also 
constructed 
n e a r 
the 
church and became famous as 
a place of learning in those 
days, the first teacher being 
Joel Wright.

luxurious feel, but they believe 
muslin sheets will last longer. To 
economise they buy muslin sheets. 
Cost difference between muslin 
and percale sheets is usually 
no more than 40 cents. A home* 
maker may save this amount and 
more on laundering costs. 
Ii a woman sends sheets to a 
commercial laundry that charges 
by the pound, she may save IS 
to 20 per cent per use on a per­ 
cale sheet. Since percale sheets 
weigh less than muslin ones, 
more sheets can go into each 
washer load. 
Women who do laundry at home 
can save money by using percale 
sheets. They can wash more 
sheets in one load, and can save 
on hot water, detergent and water 
softener, if used. 
How long a woman can ex­ 
pect sheets to last is hard to 
determine. Hie American Insti­ 
tute of Laundering points out that 
the use to which a sheet is put 
has a significant effect on length 
of service. According to Institute 
studies, a type 140 muslin sheet 
used regularly in a motel gave 
an average of 90 to IOO uses where 
no attempt was made to mend it 
Other 
institutions 
reported as 
high as 200 uses for either a mus­ 
lin or percale sheet. Since home 
use differs from commercial use. 
these figures can serve only as 
a guide to a homemaker.

PROTECT CLOTHES 
When you store summer clothes, 
ase simple precautions to protect 
them from moths, mildew and the 
unnecessary wear that results 
from deep creases in fabrics. 
Give all garments a thorough 
check and make any needed de­ 
pairs. If you find stains, identify 
them, then remove spots using 
correct stain removal methods. 
Sfewts that are allowed to stay 
in a garment may become per­ 
manently set during storage. 
Wash garments with soap or de­ 
tergent. following recommended 
laundering methods for the type 
fabric you’re working with. Rinse. 
Do not starch fabrics; starch at­ 
tracts silverfish. 
To prevent mildew, be sure gar­ 
ments, especially cottons, are dry 
before you pack them away. No 
need to press garments. Anything 
folded will need ironing when 
you remove it from storage. 
Wrap white cottons and linens 
in blue tissue to prevent yellow­ 
ing. Put transparent storage bags 
or boxes away from strong light 
that might cause colors to fade.

inmates Are Rehabilitated 
Through Avocation Program 


VACAVILLE, Calif. (AP) — 
Inmates don’t call it the club, 
but the California Medical F a­ 
cility is about as close as a 
prison can get and still remain 
a penal institution. 
Any of the 1,700 inmates at 
the state’s sprawling psychiatric 
treatment center here can learn 
to be artists, musicians, singers, 
actors or polished speakers. 
For those not inclined toward 
the 
arts 
there 
are 
baseball 
teams, 
game breeding farm, 
umpire positions 
at 
L i t t l e 
League games, schools, a blood 
bank and a factory for making 
braille books. 
Department 
of 
Corrections 
officials 
say other 
California 
prisons carry on some of these 
programs, but none are so ex­ 
tensive as those at Vacaville. 
USE FREE TIME 
The big differences at this 
institution, set on 900 acres of 
green, rolling foothills west of 
Sacramento, are its superintend­ 
ent, Dr. William C. Keating, 
and its psychiatric orientation. 
The 43-year-old former head 
of California’s 
Sonoma 
State 
Hospital believe* most people 
fail in life because “they don’t 
know how to use their free 
time.” 
He says that failure at a job 
is much rarer than "failure to 
develop a meaningful avocation 
. . . this is where people get 
into trouble.” 
It’s avocations at which most 
of his programs are aimed 
Keating, a tall, stocky, ener 
getic man with an unruly shock 
of dark hair. has been manag­ 
ing Vacaville for four years. 
CRIME, PSYCHIC PROBLEMS 
The lai gest single group of 
inmates, some 1,100. arc* con 
victed criminals whose crimes 
were complicated by emotional 
problems. 
Or. 
in 
Keating’s 
words, cases where the crime 
is just a symptom of some psy­ 
chic problem. 
"The sympton isn't the im­ 
portant thing.” he says. "It’* 


the basic disease . . . . our job 
is to rehabilitate people . . . the 
rehabilitation is not done to the 
environment to which the in­ 
dividual must return,” 
Vacaville’s art program is a 
good example. Three of the in­ 
stitution’s inmates 
who were 
former 
commercial 
artists 
spend their off-time — each in­ 
mate works at a regular “job” 
eight hours a day — painting. 
Their 
o ff-tim e 
activities 
caught the interest of other in­ 
mates. and of Keating. 
ART EXHIBITS 
Now. three years later, the in­ 
stitution exhibits several hun­ 
dred paintings to the public 
twice a year. All are for sale, 
and some bring several hundred 
dollars each. 
The program’s success — and 
its spread — can be measured 
by excerpts from a recent edi­ 
torial in the Polson Prison news­ 
paper.
